Council Promises 
Special Election 
If Plan Opposed 
Dixon's city council met in 


special session Thursday 
night to repeal a one-way 
street ordinance passed Tues- 
day night and voted four to 
one on a new ordinance to ex- 
tend one-ways in all four di- 
rections. 


The council also voted four to 


one to prohibit parking on Dixon 
Avenue between Second and Third 
Streets. Both ordinances will go 
into effect in about 10 days. 


Following the meeting:, the coun- 


.cilmen "issued this statement to 
the press: "If there is still strong 
opposition to the system, after a 
reasonable trial period, the city 
will voluntarily call a special elec- 
tion to decide the issue." 


Mayor William Slothower, -who 


called the special session, ex- 
plained that the traffic routing in 
the new ordinance will conform, 
with state highway 
department

The new routing: First Street 


will be for westbound traffic be- 
tween Ottawa and College Ave- 
nues; Second Street will be for 
eastbound traffic between .College 
and Ottawa Avenues; Galena Ave- 
nue will be for northbound traffic 
between Seventh Street and Lin- 
coln Way; and Peoria Avenue will 
be for southbound traffic between 
Everett Street and Seventh Street. 


In addition, Everett Street will 


be for westbound traffic between 
Galena and Peoria Avenues and 
for eastbound traffic between the 
junction of Lincoln Way and Ever- 
ett Street to Peoria. 


Changes in the new ordinance 


are on Everett Street and Galena 
Avenue. Northbound traffic on the 
latter will be routed an additional 
block to Lincoln Way. 


Lincoln Way, by being two-way, 


provides a direct route between 
Galena Avenue and AH. Rt. 30. 


Parking on Dixon Avenue be- 


tween Second and Third Streets 
was prohibited because of a neces- 
sary change of i outing of west- 
bound Rt. 2 traffic.

The ban on parking was imposed 


because of the narrowness of Dix- 
on Avenue. Commissioner Orval 
Gearharl explained that Dixon 
Avenue was the logical place to 
turn traffic because of the grade 
of the street.

Ed Vaile, Civic 
Leader, Dies 


Retired Businessman Served 
Park District for 46 Years 


Edward W. Vaile. 81. retired president of the Dixon Park Board and 


veteran local businessman, died about 2 a. m. today in his home, 507 
N. Hennepin Ave., after a long illness. 


Mr. Vaile, who entered the men's 


clothing: business in 1901. served on 
the park board for 46 years. The 
construction of Dixon Memorial 
swimming pool was a major proj- 
ect of the board during his presi- 
dency, and he was credited with 
much of the work involved in build- 
ing the pool. 


In October this year the park in 


which the pool is located was 
named Edward Vaile Park in his 
honor.

Retired in 1953 


He was appointed to the park 


board April 5. 1907. and remained 
on the board continuously through 
the reorganization of the board in 
1934 from a pan of the city govern- 
ment to an independent body. He 
became president April 21, 1939. 
and held that post until his retire- 
ment from the board April 1". 1953. 


As a tribute to the work of Mr. 


Vaile and other members of the 
park board, the Dixon system 
considered one of the finest in the 
state. 


Mr. Vaile and George F. O'Mal- 


ley were partners in the Vaile and 
O'Malley 
clothing store 
from 


March. 1901. until Mr. O'Malley's 
death in November. 1940. The busi- 
ness was reorganized as the Ed- 
ward W. Vaile company at that 
time. Mr. Vaiie remained active 
in the store until about six months 
ago. 


In the early days of their part- 


nership. Mr. Vaile and Mr. O'Mal- 
ley a3so operated stores in Sterling 
and DcKa3b. 


Ijnroln Student 


Mr. Va:lc was an avid Linroln 


EDWARD VAILE 


student and collector of Lmcoln- 
iana. He was a former member of 
the board of ti-ustees of DeKalb 
Normal School (now Northern Illi- 
nois State College) and a member 
of the Elks Lodge and Knights of 
Columbus. 


During World War I. he was ac- 


tive in the promotion and sale of 
Liberty bonds in Lee County. 


Mr. Vaile was bom May 15. 1ST4, 


an Dixon. and lived here his en- 
tire life. He was the son of John 
and Mary Vaugtian Vaiie. 


He attended Dixon public schools 


and Dixon College.

ert Phillips, 28, of Rockford. Hs 
stands 5 feet, 4 and weighs 148 
and says he is a trucker. 


His victim, shot aa he lay help- 


less in a corn field, was Lyle Lar- 
son, 
45, manager of a Harvard 


grocery and father of two chil- 
dren. 


Charged With Murder 


Phillips, the father of three tiny 


children, was held in McHenry 
County Jail at Woodstock on a 
charge of murder. 


Sheriff Harry C. Herendeen said 


Phillips acknowledged the slaying 
of Larson and two Rockford rob- 
beries in an oral statement. 


The sheriff gave this account oi 


the thwarted robbery: 


Larson was accosted by Phillip* 


about 9:30 o'clock Thursday night 
just after he closed his store In 
Harvard, 55 miles northwest of 
Chicago. 


Clarence Molthen, a farmer of 


Walworth Township, Wis., and his 
wif* happened to drive by. They 
knew Larson, and 
said: "Isn't That Lyle 
a man?" 


AMthen approached the strug- 


gling men, but Phillips waved a 
pistol and ordered him. to leave* 
Molthen found a policeman 
but, 


when they reached th* grocery, 
the two men had left in Phillips' 
blue panel truck. 


Sheriff Herendeen said Phillip* 


related : 


He drove south and stopped on 


a dirt road near Marengo. He told 
Larson to get out. Larson stepped 
into a corn field and started to run. 


Struck. Shot Him 


Phillips called to him to halt, 


and then grappled with Larson. H» 
struck Larson several times witn 
the butt of his German-made pistol. 
Larson fell to the ground, and aa 
he lay there. Phillips shot him. 


Illinois state police joined Sher- 


iff's officers in the hunt- 


State policemen Don James and 


Val Mihalic seized Phillips «s he 
was about to enter a tavern at 
Stark's Station, about 10 miles 
northwest of Elgin. They quoted 
the prisoner as saying: 


"I'm dying of cancer. I'm going 


to the chair anyway. I can solve 
two murders in Rockford." 


The sheriff's staff said Phillips 


had not mentioned cancer or two 
murders in his oral statement to 
them. But they said he admitted 
two grocery robberies in Rockford. 


Rockford police said the robber- 


ies were Dec. 17 and Dec. 20. One 
yielded $1.000 and the other $115. 
The assistant manager of the store, 
Guy S e n d e 1 e , 20. was pistol- 
whipped- His injuries sent him to 
a hospital. 


Rockford police said ther« had 


been no recent murders in the city.

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Dramatics in the UN 


Seldom in its short life has the United Nations experi- 


enced so dramatic a change as occurred when, by a single 
stroke, the General Assembly admitted 16 new members to 
raise its family total to 76. 
Not since 1950 had the U. N. opened its doors to any 


new member. Admission of many countries was long over- 
due. Only the characteristic stubbornness of the Soviet Un- 
ion had barred their way. 


Indeed, a little more than 24 hours before the 16 new- 


comers were accepted, Russia had slammed the doors 13 
times against proposed initiates. The net effect was to block 
the entry of four others already tentatively approved. 


Russia's action was in retaliation for Nationalist China's 


veto of membership for Outer Mongolia, a Soviet puppet 
state-carved out on the northern fringe of mainland China. 


In the sense that the U. N. is now a more complete world 


organization, the addition of 16 members represents an ad- 
vance. It does not, however, modify U. N. weaknesses in- 
herent in its charter, nor alter the fact of big power control 
in the agency.

Rubbing With Snow Is Now 
Outlawed in Frostbite 


By EDWIN f. JOBDAJf. 


When nature exposes th« skin 


to cold temperatures 
of blood 


vessels near the surface of the 
body contract. This is one of na- 
ture's defenses against too • much 
cooling since it lessens the amount 
of blood coming in contact with 
the cold, and thus chilling the en- 
tire body. 


There are problems, however, 


connected with- this process. If 
severe cold continues, it may lead 
to frostbite which has always been 
a. terrible problem for arctic ex- 
plorers, for those exposed to ex- 
treme cold by their occupations, 
and for military forces engaged in 
operations in frigid regions of the 
earth's surface. 


In ordinary civilian life, where 


people can take shelter easily and 
are dressed for cold weather, it 
is less often a problem, though 
every winter brings its toll of 
frostbite victims. 


THE TIP OF THE NOSE, the 


ear?, the fingers, and the toes are 
particularly likely to be frost- 
bitten. 


Frostbite may come on slowly 


or suddenly — the latter especially 
if the wind is high. A stinging feel- 
ing may be present at first in the 
exposed part, followed by a pleas- 
ant numbness often without any 
pain. Sometimes frostbite as dis- 
covered only by a feeling of stiff- 
ness t>r the noticing of a whitish 
appearance of ttia part. 


When a frostbitten area begins 


to tha-a-. swelling develops and the 
skin 
oecptnes pinJc, In severe 


cases, red and purple blisters filled 
tvjth s?rum or blood maj* appear. 
After tii*: froz-en part has Jawed 
it may remain coM and lack fe<3- 
Ing. later becoming swollen and 
purple. DeaiJj of 3h» tissues may 
set 3n and the involved part sepa- 
rate from the rest of the body and 
lall <<ff. 


WHEN" FROSTBITE does occur 


thawing should be dons sraduaJilv 
in cool air or cold water. 


The old practice of rubbing snow 


over the frostbitten part is atm* 
considered dangerous. 


Nothing warmer thau the heat 


of the body should be tried, and a 
j>erson who has been recently 
frostbitten should not go near a 
fire or into a heated room rorti! 
the circulation has been thor- 
oughly restored. 


AFTER THAWING the skin 3s 


•weak for % whil« aat tlMt* to 


special danger of causing infec- 
tion by rubbing. Recently, excel- 
lent results in treatment of acute 
frostbite with substances delaying 
blood coagulation have been re- 
ported. Such measures, however, 
must be used only by a -physician. 


Prevention of frostbite is worth 


any amount of treatment. Those 
who cannot avoid exposure to dan- 
gerous cold air or water should 
try to arrange for frequent rests 
under shelter. The clothing is 
highly important: great progress 
in de\reloping clothing for protec- 
tion against cold has been achieved 
toy the military forces.

tion of the New York Women's House of Detention, she made it avail- 
able, free, to nny paper or magazine which had the professional inltia- 
live to expose this frightful hole. Being in Kurope at the time, I wai 
not able to exploit Mrs. Miller's story. And it was 
absolutely ignored because this fiery Green Moun- 
tain patriot had been placed-under a cloud by the 
Department of Justice and Judge Ernest Gibson. 
Vermont, as Lucille and Manuel Miller, her hus- 
band, have insisted all along, is salted with Reds 
from the "intellectual" (centers of Boston, New 
York 'and Washington. 
And the brain-washing 


process of the last 22 years has alienated many of 
the rank-and-file natives who, normally, would be 
capable of fair judgment. 


Mrs. Miller had been publicly depicted in per- 
we»ti>rwk 


vading political propaganda as a Fascist Beast because she urged 
young men of the region to determine in the federal courts whether 
the government had a right to draft them for military service in time 
of peace. That point has never been determined. 


Mrs. Miller was seized by a large force of armed deputy U. S. 


marshalls on the night of .last May 3, by order of the office of the 
Attorney General of the United States after she and her husband had 
been gassed out of their home, and this modest American dwelling 
had been drenched with a' stench which made it unfit for habitation 
for days afterward. Their Children and Mrs. Miller's elderly mother 
w,ere .secondary victims of this brutality. Herbert Brownell, the at- 
torney general, soon got a bellyful of Mrs. Miller's obstreperous patri- 
otism and resourcefulness in debate. He practically threw her out of 
the federal bedlam of St. Elizabeth's. 


Now, 
from 
another 
source, 


comes an expose of the ghastly 
condition of the New York Wom- 
en's House of Detention which 
this patriotic American 
citizen, 


mother and tax-producer revealed 
six months ago. 


The New York Journal-Ameri- 


can has published the observa- 
tions of Miss Anne Gilson, de- 
scribed as a student working for 
a master's degree who served 
three months as a "correction 
officer" in this massive hell-hole. 
Miss Gilson's description is mild 
and sketchy by comparison with 
the detailed, vibrant account which 
Lucille Miller sent out last Sep- 
tember. 


After the Millers had collpased 


from tear gas on the night of May 
3. Lucille was put tinder guard 
for an early start on May 4 by 
automobile for Washington. The 
drive can be made in one day but 
Lucille said so much time \va.s 
lost by confusion before the get- 
away from Rutland that the mar- 
shals decided to break the trip 
in New York. She suggests that 
they wanted to spend a night in 
New York and that they could 
have fetched her alt the way in 
one daylight, hop. 


Anyway, whatever the marshals 


did that night of May 4. Lucille 
Miller, accused but denied a trial 
by the temporizing process of 
Judge Gibson, was flung into the 
women's house of detention. Her 
description depicted in fascinat- 
ing detail the drip from a faucet 
which.had been mouthed by count- 
less prisoners, the pnly source of 
drinking water that night. 
The 


women included inveterate jail- 
birds, white and Negro, prosti- 
tutes, thieves and fighters, noisy, 
dirty and foul-mouthed. 


Into this vile calaboose the De- 


partment of Justice delivered an 
educated, respectable citizen on 
a mere suspicion that she might 
be unable to understand the grav- 
ity of the charge. 
Lucille and 


Manuel had attacked Judged Gib- 
son for years and insisted that he 


was their enemy but he refused 
to step aside. 


The American press minimized 


a frightful outrage on the mere 
suspected that the Millers are 
"Fascists." 


Newsday. published in suburban 


Long Island by Alicia Patterson, 
sneered that Mrs. Miller was a 
"nut" and deplored "a tiresome 
crusade by Westbrook Pegler and 
others" to make Brownell release 
her. 
Newsday said freedom, of 


speech did not include the right 
to stir up animosity. 


Alicia is a daughter of the late 


Joseph Me'dill Patterson, a great 
fighting crusader of journalism be« 
loved by thousands of loyal em- 
ployes as an extraordinary indi- 
vidual or nut. 
For example, Cap- 


tain Patterson ordered the late 
Ray Hood, the architect for the 
New York News building, to rear- 
range the plans so as to provide 
him an outside suite flush with 
42d street at a. floor which was to 
have been set back. At vast ex- 
pense. Hood ran the wall up scev- 
eral stories more to that floor. 
And he often related that when the 
building was done. Captain Patter- 
son chose an office inside on a 
court. The captain also stirred 'up 
vast animosity in fights for free- 
dom and principle but nobody ever 
suggested that he be locked up in 
a mad-house. 


His was the way of a patriotic 


genius.

Under a change in the Safety 


Responsibility Law made by the 
1955 Legislature, the amount re- 
quired for bouily injury or death 
of one person in an accident was 
raised from $5,000 to $10.000. The 
liability for any one accident was 
increased from 510,000 to $20,000. 


State law requires drivers to 


meet liability in these amounts- 
either through insurance or by 
posting security in case of acci- 
ilents involving death or injury, 
or property damage over $100. 
Another way is to get a release 
from the damaged party.

provisions means the loss of driv- 
ing privileges.

"The former S5.000 and $10,000 


provisions won't line up with the 
size of judgments being awarded 
in damage cases," Dirksen said in 
an interview. "We also feel that 
the new provisions afford a need- 
ed protection for the general pub- 
lic against under-insured drivers." 


Dirksen said some court judg- 


ments have been running as much 
as three to five times greater than 
even the increased $20,000 require- 
ment and that awards of $20,000 
and $25,000 "are not uncommon 
at all." 


Another reason for the upward 


revision, Dirksen added, is that 
many other states require as much 
financial responsibility as the new 
Illinois amounts, and that Illinois 
motorists wouldn't be sufficiently 
protected under the old law if they 
got involved in accidents in those 
states. 


Dirksen also pointed out that the 


Legislature boosted the maximum 
award in a wrongful death acci- 
dent from S20.000 to S25.00. This 
went into effecit last July 30.

Atomic Arms 
In Europe 


, WASHINGTON (J)—The Army is 
giving another boost to the atomic 
fire power it has deployed along 
Western Europe's anti-Communist 
defense line. 


It announced Thursday n i g h t 


that six more battalions of Cor- 
poral guided missiles will go to 
Europe 
during the first 
f o u r 


months of the new year. 


These weapons, capable of using- 


nuclear explosive warheads and 
with a range up to about 70 miles, 
will be added to a growing variety 
of atomic weapons the ground 
force already has staitoned in Eu- 
rope. 


Army atomic weapons already 


there include one battalion of Cor- 
poral missiles, several batteries of 
Honest John bombardment rockets 
and six battalions of 280mm. can- 
non. 


In addition, the Air Force has 


units of the Matador guided mis- 
sile—like the Army -weapons cap- 
able of carrying nuclear warheads 
—and hundreds of aircraft design- 
ed to use tactical atomic bombs on 
the battlefield. 


All six of the Corporal missile 


battalions will leave from Ft- 
Bliss. Tex., where they have been 
organizing and training for months. 


The Corporal is a semiguided 


missile. It follows a radar beam 
during the first phase of its flight. 
Then, when it is headed correctly, 
it proceeds like any ballistic pro- 
jectile—on a high, curving" arc, 
without further guidance, to the 
target.

EASTON, Wash. tifl-Sgt. John 


Horan's feet were blistered and 
swollen. He was weary and cold 
beyond belief. But there was the 
road, and an inn. And two men. 


"They looked up and I knew 


everything was going to be all 
right." 


And that was the way the 25- 


year-old paratrooper from May- 
nard. Mass., described the last 
moments of the longest four days 
he ever spent — four days in 
snow-clad Cascade Mountain foot- 
hills into which he plunged on a 
parachute. 


Pluck and Luck 


The story he .told of his fight 


for survival was an epic combina- 
tion of pluck, luck and training, 
plus a determination to see again 
his Japanese wife Teruko and their 
three small children, who landed 
in Seattle Tuesday from Japan. 
She had been waiting at Ft. Law- 
ton in Seattle since being told her 
husband was missing. 


At about 1:30 p.m. last Sunday 


he jumped from an Air Force C46 


on the pilot's orders. The plane 
had gone into a flat spin at 12,000 
feet. Horan bailed out at 10,000 
and the plane righted itself before 
others had to jump. 


"I saw a small clearing," he 


recounted from a cot in a roadside 
inn 75 miles east of Seattle. "It 
was covered with deep snow. I 
landed very good." 


He began hiking, sinking to his 


hips time after time in snow eight 
feet deep. All- night he floundered 
through the drifts until he spotted 
a cabin in the woods. 


"My legs ached. My feet were 


numb. And I was hungry." 


Started Fire * 


Inside the cabin he found some 


matches and started a fire. He 
found some cocoa, and the only 
food in the place, and melted snow 
to make himself a drink. Warmed 
and strengthened,v he thought of 
getting out of the woods — en- 
couraged by the distant roar of 
trucks winding through the steep 
Snoqualmie Pass Road.

had asked the Russians to spon- 
§or his proposal, but that the So- 
viets would agree only to urge 
conucil consideration.

- The.sc figures bring out the fact, 
not' generally realized, that the 
great bulk of the revenue from the 
individual income tax comes not 
from the taxpayers with large in- 
comes, but Irom those with small 
incomes. This is so »imply because 
the small income in the aggregate 
constitute the bulk of the national 
income. 


The only possible wny to give re- 


lief to the small taxpayers is eith- 
er (1) by reducing the need for 
revenue through cutting expendi- 
tures; or (2) by increasing reve- 
nue through a drastic reduction of 
the present confiscatory higher- 
bracket rates so as to increase in- 
centive and investment in produc- 
tive enterprise. This would increase 
the national income, which con- 
stitutes the tax base, and thereby 
increase the revenue. 


Any immediate loss of revenue 


through the elimination of the high- 
er individual rates would undoubt- 
edly be only temporary. Eventual- 
ly, the lower rates would produce 
greater revenue than the higher 
rates now in force. 


The Reed-Dirksen Amendment 


limits the degree of tax rate pro- 
gression in the case of the income 
tax, without impairing the power 
of Congress to raise needed reve- 
nue during either war or peace, 
and reserves to the states the ex- 
clusive power to impose death and 
gift taxes. It is a much needed re- 
form.

Growing Nuisance 


The growing nuisance of too 


many cocktail parties at the U.N. 
was pointed out by Jose Maza of 


Chile. As president of the 10th Gen- 
eral Awembly, lie had to attend as 
many a* three or four in a day. 
Every fresh international tension 
seems to produce a torrent of cock- 
tail parties, which in diplomatic 
parlanct are known a* "recep- 
tions." 


"You 
have to drink the same 


scotch or the same manhattans and 
eat the same shrimps and talks to 
the self-same people," said Presi- 
dent Maza. His description of this 
type of social function may well 
go down as the greatest understate- 
ment in the history of diplomacy.

It's Modern Dying 


The cocktail party isn't a feature 


of modern living. It is a factor in 
modern dying. Anyone who has 
ever stood upright at a cocktail 
party (and who ever get* to »it 
down at one?) can never forget 
the sinking feeling in hi* arches, 
the popping out of new varicose 
veins, the slow numbness as of 
death creeping over him.

But it will be 
noted they still serve fish eggs at 
most elite cocktail parties., 


Has Defenders 


Even the devil has friends, so 


it goes without saying that cock- 
tail parties have their defenders. 
They claim these affairs relieve 
social tension. The truth is they 
stir up new tensions. If you throw 
one cocktail party to calm a ten- 
sion, you have to,hurl a second 
one to cure the new tensions that 
grew out of the first. So the evil 
chain grows.

iness era. 


Inviting the public to come and 


buy 80 per cent of the voting 
stock 
in the 
company which 


grandpa had spent huge sums to 
make a strictly one-family show 
is just the last In a long list of 
breaks with the past. 


Henry I started businessmen of 


his day by offering to pay his 
workers $5 a day. But he also 
stubbornly resisted unionization of 
his plants as long as he could. 


His grandson startled today's el- 


der generation of industrial exe- 
cutives by becoming the first head 
of a corporate giant to take pre- 
liminary steps toward a_guaran- 
teed annual wage. 


Scoffed at Scorn 


The first Ford scoffed at pub- 


licity. He made the tin lizzy as 
cheap as possible and said that 
the jokes about it would sell the 
car. 
At any rate, the can did 


sell. 


The present management uses 


every trick of the trade to bally- 
hoo its models. 


Henry I preferred his cars to 


stay a dignified black. Henry n 
has borrowed everv color of the

But it was in the field of busi- 


ness management thtat the young- 
ster made the biggest break'with 
the precepts of his grandfather. 


The founder ran a one-man 


show. He hired good brains just 
as he hired good workmen. But 
the vital decisions were his own 
and often they seemed arbitrary. 
There was little or no delegation 
of responsibility and authority. 
Henry I had little truck with the 
precepts taught in the business 
administration schools. 


Henry II changed all that, and 


quick. In 1946 he brought in three 
men who had great respect for 
modem methods of scientific bus- 
iness administration. 
They were 


E. R. Breech, now chairman, 
L. D. Crusoe, now executive vice 
president in charge of the car and 
truck divisions, and D. S. Harder, 
now executive vice president in 
charge of the basic manufacturing 
divisions. 


Revamped Management 


They revamped Ford manage- 


ment from top to bottom. They in- 
stalled an accounting system, a 
cost system, and a system of con- 
trols. And they established a line 
of 
responsibility 
and 
authority 


throughout the vast Ford empire. 


The company under Henry II 


has an eye out for new products 
and for methods of automation 
that might well have startled the 
founder. 


The old man had to have part- 


ners to help him get started in 
3903 on a capital outlay of $28.000. 
But he hated the thought of hav- 
ing any one tell him how to run 
the company—specifically to try 
to stop him from plowing: back 
most of the earnings into growth 
rather than handing them out as 
dividends to his partners. So he 
bought the partners out in 1919 
for 106 million dollars and went it 
alone.

since the war. Its future plans 
come to almost one billion more.
